TRIAL OF THE BENNINGTON. 


Tue third trial of the Bennington took place April 
1, in Long Island Sound. The sea was smooth, the 
wind light and the atmospyere sufficiently clear to 
enable the landmarks to be a@stinctly seen. On board 
were Mr. N. F. Palmer, Jr., representing the con- 
tractors, and Chief Ener. B. F. Isherwood, U.S. N., 
retired. The Government was represented b 
Comdr. W. R. Bridgman, president of the trial board, 
aud Comdr. R. B. Bradford, Lieut.-Comdr. J. N. 

Hemphill, and Chief Eogrs. Albert W. Morley,

following assistants: Ensign E. F. Leiper, P. A. En- 
gineers H. N. Stevenson, F. H. Eldridge and How- 
ard Gage; Asst. Engrs. F. M. Bennett, Albert Mor- 
itz, W. C. Herbert, DeW. C. Redgrave, Charles W. 
Dyson, C. A. Carr, M. A. Anderson, H. G. Leopold 
and W. Strother Smith. Atthe commencement of 
the tria] the machinery is reported to have worked 
beautifully until a few minutes after 10 a. M., when 
the rod on the forward combined air and circulat- 
ing pump broke short off at the outer end of the 
brass casing, and the trial wasat an end for the day. 
At the time of the wishap the pump was operating 
at aspeed of 60 double strokes a minute. A spare 
rod was sent for to enable another trial without de- 
lay. The averages of the most important data were 
given at the timeof the accident as follows: Steam 
pressure, 159 pounds; vacuum, 24.2 inches; revolu- 
tions of engines, 151 per minute; indicated horse 
power of main engines, correvted for indicators, 
3,352. To this should be added the power developed 
by the auxiliaries, which on the former trial aggre- 
gated 97 horse power. 

The broken rod having been replaced, the Ben- 
nington on April 2 again started on ber trial. The 
vessel left City Island at 5 minutes before 9 o’clock 
and until 10 a. M. made a preliminary run. At that 
time Hempstead Bay had been reached and the 
trial was begun. It is said that the performance 
for the first half hour was not up to the average, so 
it was decided to continue the trial an additional 
half hour and reject the first two periods.

Porta considers that the next naval war will 
see the Treaty of Paris thrown to te winds, and 
that the war will be essentially one of privateers 
and cruisers.

It is un- 
derstood that if the vessel is found to have been 
seaworthy, Comdr. Hitchcock will be blamed for 
not taking her to sea, but if it is found that she was 
not in a condition to go to sea, Constructor Feaster, 
who was in charge of the repairs to her hull, will be 
held responsible. 


WE bave had but small con ‘dence in the fish tor- 
pedo, and the experience with it in a recent naval 
engagement in Chili does not add to the respect for 
it. It blew up a dry dock instead of the naval vessel 
it wasafter. The torpedo-boat advocates are also 
having their bad querter of an hour. An old wooden 
sloop-of-war, the O'Higgins, built in 1866, knocked 
one of them into pieces at the first fire. Modern 
heavy ordnance seems to be having the best of the 
argument just at present. 

AN interesting experiment is about to be made by 
the Navy Department with a paver whaleboat gig 
that is to be bought from the Waters Paper Con- 
struction Co., New York. This material has never 
before been used in the Navy. Some experiments 
have been made showing that such boats can be 
completely submerged under water for along time 
without becoming soaked, and it is claimed by the 
manufacturers that they are as strong and durable 
as wooden boats. There will be a saving of about 
50 per cent. in weight over a wooden boat and the 
cost will be about the sate. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy has placed atthe dis- 
posal of Storer Post, No. 1, Department of New 
Hampshire, G. A. R., the historic frigate Constitu- 
tion, now at the Portsmouth Navy-yard, for the 
purpose of holding on board a grand reception and 
colonial partyin the costume of that period, on 
Thursday afternoon and evening, Apri) 30.

THE recent general order authorizing the enlist- 
ment of Indians provided for the discharge at once 
of the 800 Indian scouts enlisted during the recent 
campaigns. These scouts were enlisted for a period 
of six months. To discharge them before the ex- 
piration of their term of enlistment General Miles 
feared might occasion some discontent that seems 
best at this time to guard against, and acting upon 
his recommendation the Acting Secretary of War 
has modified the original order so as to delay the 
discharge until the terms of enlistment have ex- 
pired. 


REFERRING to a press statement that in the death 
of General Joe Johnston “ the last of the great Con- 
federate captains excepting, perhaps, Beauregard, 
has passed away,” the Washington Critic says: “ It 
is very clear to us that at least two ex-Cédnfederates 
are still living who stand much higher ip the esteem 
of their former followers than Beauregard does. 
The latter may haveranked Longstreet, but nobody 
familiar with the history of the war would think of 
classing him above Longstreet asa strategist and 
fighter. The same, though possibly in a less degree, 
may besaid of E. Kirby Smith, who is now presiding 
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over the University at Sewanee, Tenn.” 





ITALY AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Tue diplomatic dispute which has arisen between 
this country and Italy gives opportunity for the dis- 
cussion, and the possible settlement, of a question 
that seriously concerns us. It is this: Has the 
stranger resident in this country rights supe- 
rior to those of an American eitizen ? Are we called 
upon to establish here a privileged class known as 
the foreigner? This question might as well be 
settled now as at any time, and we might as well 
settle it with Italy as with any other nation. 

It is only by slow steps that civilized countries 
have advanced to the point of giving the stranger 
within the gates the same privileges as to the 
children born in the house. We are not likely to 
give them any more; least of all in response to 
bullying and covert threats. If thesecould be sup- 
posed to have any serious purpose, in view of our 
assumed unreadiness for war, 1t is sufficient to say 
that this is our chronic condition and yet it has 
never prevented us trom accepting the guage of 
battle when the occasion seemed to demand action. 
After expending’such laborious efforts in building 
up a navy which is to make hera factor in Euro- 
pean politics, and taxing herself to death to do it, 
Italy is not likely to subject her precious armorclads 
to the proof of Yankee energy and ingenuity on 
such insufficient provocation. In a letter concern- 
ing the New Qrleans lynching affair, dated March 
81, the Itelian Minister, who has just been recalled, 
Baron Fava, says: 

The reparation demanded by the Government of the King, 
as I bave had the honor to inform you in our interviews 
held during the last few days, was to consist of the follow- 
ing points: 

1. The official assurance by the Federal Government that 
the guilty parties should be brought to justice. 

2. The recognition in principle that an indemnity is due to 
the relatives of the victims. 

Mr. Secretary Blaine well answers: 

I bave endeavored to impress upon him in the several per- 
soval interviews with which he has honored me that the 
Government of the United States is utterly uaable to give 
the assurance which the Marquis Rudini bas demanded. 
Even it the National Government had the entire jurisdic- 
tion over the alleged murderers it could not give assurance 
to any foreign power that they should be punished. The 
President is unable to see how any Government could justly 
give an assurance of this kind in advance of a trial anda 
versict of guilty. 

As the second point has been conceded, it is not 


in dispute, though some question whether our Sec- 
retary of State has not gone too far in admitting 
it. Our Government has only undertaken to give 
to the foreigner such protection as it can and does 
give to a citizen, under our laws and system of 
jurisprudence, which foreign governments are pre- 
sumed to understand and take account of in their 
dealings with us. Such a failure of justice as ex 
cited popular feeling in New Orleans is not uncom- 
mon elsewhere. All that was distinctively Amer. 
ican in the lynching affair was the orderly and 
restrained way in which irregular methods were 
applied to the righting of a great wrong. The 
worst aspect of the affair is the violation of the 
right of protection which belongs to the character 
of a prisoner. This, and other features in the case 
are of a nature to explain and partially justify the 
feeling shown by Italians. To this feeling all 
proper deference should be shown. We owe it to 
ourselves and to our self-respect, as well as to the 
comity of nations, aud this without regard to what 
Italy may say or do in response to a popular senti- 
ment which no government is strong enough to 
wholly disregard. But the entire country will 
sustain Mr, Blaine in what he says in reply to 
Baron Fava, viz., ‘‘ that in a matter of such grav- 
ity the Government of the United States would not 
permit itself to be unduly hurried; nor will it make 
answer to any demand until every fact essential to 
a correct judgment shall have been fully ascer- 
tained through legal authority. The impatience of 
the aggrieved may be natural, but its indulgence 
does not always secure the most substantial jus- 
tice.” “4 

Whatever may be the final outcome of this 
affair, it emphasizes the lesson so often dwelt upon 
here, that we can only maintain our status as a 
great nation by holding ourselves in readiness at 
all times to accept whatever consequences may fol- 
low from our assertion of sovereign power. The 
tendency to centralization, concerning which so 
many attic philosophers are unduly disturbed, 
has not gone so far as it should, nor so far as it 
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will. The logic of history is against the divided 
responsibility in some matters which is the 
weakness of our form of Government. 








A SLANDERER ANSWERED. 


THE Missouri Republican solemnly says: 

At present only the lowest and most worthless class 
among the white peopie of tne country offers recruits for 
the ranks, These Army discipline will do something to 
elevate. a} be have the same effect on the lowest class of 
negroes and Indians, and it is well enough that the — — 
being used ane of correction for them. But no 
who ois fit for citizenship, who can govern bimeelf without 
such despotic discipline as must be enfo in an aermy, 
sbould ever enter the standing Army in time of peace. 

} te An ph Officer of the Army can see if he will that 
there isa valid reason for this. And if intelligent officers 
wish to remain intelligent Americans they will think as 
— instead of thrusting the truth from them as un- 

The best Americans in the country to-day are the 
officers of our Army, for the very sufficient reasons 
that their sympathies and duties prompt them to 
consider the interests of the country as a whole, and 
not merely those of some particular locality. So far 
from admitting that ‘‘ there is a valid reason ” for 
such a condition of things as is here described, they 
will unite with us in testifying that it does not 
exist. Wecan inform this Pecksniffian writer that 
what he says of the Army is simply not true. We 
do not propose to occupy ourselves with proving a 
negative but, with opportunities for forming a judg- 
ment at least equal to those of the Republican, we 
deny its statements concerning the character of the 
enlizted men, and challenge the proof. Undoubtedly, 
there are-too many ne’er-do-weels in our -little 
Army, and the number of Jay Goulds and Vander. 
bilts in the ranks is not supposed to be large, but 
that they are the lowest aud most worthless 
class among the white people is an unfounded 
and cruel slander of which the Republican should 
be heartily ashamed. From the class of enlisted men, 
concerning whom it talks in this loose fashion, we 
have taken nearly two hundred officers, now on the 
active or retired list of the Army, who will 
compare favorably with any class in the 
Service, and who hold every rapk from that 
of subaltern to brevet brigadier general. 
These have their successors in the ranks to-day, 
where are to be found men concerning whom such 
statements as these in the Republican are simply 
libellous. Many an excellent man of intelligence 
and ability, who is temporarily ‘‘down on his 
luck,” as the phrase goes, or who prefers the mili- 
tary service to any other employment, is to be 
found in the ranks of the Army. The Army, as a 
whole, is no more to be judged by such men as the 
Republican speaks of than is the newspaper profes- 
sion to be judged by the class of reporters who 
seem to find congenial occupation in lying 
about the Army and Navy. Any mar who 
controls a newspaper can indulge in loose 
talk at the expense -of others, but self-respecting 
journalists, we would remind the Republican, 
should not indulge in wholesale slander. Among 
the essential conditions of enlistment are these : 
that a@ man should have a good physique, in- 
telligence and a fair education. No man broken 
down by dissipation can pass the medical examina- 
tion, which is now stricter than formerly, and it is 
obvious to any unprejudiced man that recruits 
from “ the lowest and most worthless class” could 
not stand the conditions of service if they could 


pass the preliminary test. 





THE regimental boards of examination detailed 
under G. O. 182, of 1890, to report upon the com- 
petitions in artillery practice at our forts sufficiently 
armed for the purpose, are now at work, and 
the efforts of the superior authorities to secure effi- 
ciency seem likely to be crowned with success. 
The heavy artillery soldier now knows something 
of his specialty, whereas a few years ago the only 
appreciable respect in which he differed profession- 
ally from his comrade of the infantry was in the 
color of the facings of bis uniform. We trust the 
day is not very far off when we shall have a corps 
of trained gunners second to none.

A CORRESPONDENT, who is of opinion that the 
question of the entire reorganization of the Army 
may not be taken up in Congress for some years to 
come, thinks that aseach regiment of infantry has 
but eight companies fully equipped that earnest 
concerted effort should be made to have the num- 
ber of majors increased to twoin each regiment, 





thus giving a major to each battalion of four com- 
panies, the organization desired so far as these 
eight companies are concerned. To offset the 
small additional expense the number of 2d lieuten- 
ants in each regiment might be reduced to eight, 
or one for each of the active companies and none 
for the skeletons. 








THE Brooklyn Zagle has an editorial article show- 
ing our great need of an additional artillery force, at 


the close of which it says:

ter defend the couatr. m disgraceful defeat in case of 
war. The personnel o the ‘artillery has received but very 
little promotion or reward in the past for their laborious 
study and scientific ae to say nothing of its great 
achievements in action. It is a remarkable fact that for 
over 30 years no colonel of artillery has been honored with 
the commission of a general officer when a vacancy in that 
grade has occurred, but the prize has generally fallen to 
either the cavalry or infaotry. Au opportunity will soon 
offer itself to rigbt this wrong, as a vacavcy in the rete Cy 
brigadier-general will occur on April 20, caused b y, the 
tirement from active service, by operation of law, o 
Gen. Jobo Gibbon. It is bo that ¢ Presideut will re- 
co; the claim of the artillery for this next qppctsemens 
and bestow upon one of its worthy colonels ted 
shoulder strap. All of them will retire, by operation of law, 
before any of the eligible colonels of cavairy oriofantry will, 
aod with them go: out pearly all the veterans of the last 
war who beld hig ok.. Let the artillery, at least, ask for 
this tardy resagaition of their past faithful services to the 
country, and thus secure not merely an official concession 
of their rights and claims, but also a provisional admissicn 

of the necessity of preparing our nation and its land mili- 
tary arm for the peeds we bave pointed out.” 


The artillery have just reason for the complaint 
that they are left behind in the race for promotion. 
The junior captain of cavalry served 12 years 
as ist lieutenant and 19 years in the Army before 
receiving his promotion; the junior.captain of in- 
fantry the same time as a “‘ firat luff,” and a year 
less time in the Army. The junior captain of ar- 
tillery turns his melancholy gaze over 21 years 
of service as a 1st lieutenant and 24 years in the 
Army—well spent no doubt, but still a somewhat 
dreary stretch between his entrance to the 
Army and his possession of the double bars. The 
senior first lieutenant of artillery has served 24 
years in that grade and 35 years in the Army. 








THE NAVAL PRIZE ESSAY. 


THE new rule of the Naval Institute by which 
the competitors for the prize awarded for the best 
essay, choose their own subject, brings Ensign Ni 
black to the front with a very full paper on “ The 
Eolistment, Training and Organization of Crews for 
our New Ships.”" [tis in many respects an amplifica- 
tion of the ideas contained in the recent paper by 
another “ youngster,’’ Lieut. Fullam. It is evident- 
ly a subject upon which much thinking is being 
done by officers of all grades, particularly the lower 
ones. Mr. Niblack presents an exceedingly good 
case against the present tendency of designers and 
constructors to put so many sorts of things into 
small ships, as well as into large ones, as to leave no 
room for the proper accommodation of the crew; 
and he gives it as his opinion that the matter of in- 
creasing quarters for swinging hammocks, stowing 
clothing, etc., has quite as much to do with the re- 
tention of men in the service as matters of savings 
banks, etc. He comments on present methods of 
punishment (?) by which a prisoner in “solitary 
confinement ”’ is in full view of “ his messmates pass- 
ing to and fro, and where the noise and bustle of 
the ship’s routine is interesting and diverting to the 
prisoner,” so that “the very elements of solitary 
confinement are defeated in the new ships.” 

The question of a general mess for the crew re- 
ceives (as it deserves) much attention, and the es- 
sayist quotes with approval the pian in use fora 
long time on board the Independence at Mare I[s- 
land. If weare not mistaken this plan has been tried 
upon some of our new cruising vessels; the Yantic 
has such a system, we believe, and it was at one 
time contemplated on board the Kearsarge. lt 
would be extremely interesting to know the results 
of these trials if they have been made. Among 
other things to promote the efficiency of the commis- 
sariat a steam cooking plant is proposed, and a 
well elaborated plan for such is given, [t ocours 
to us that in his zeal for the men, the 
author has given no place to the officer’s galley; but 
perhaps be argues that, as the accommodations 
now afforded are meagre in the extreme, their en- 
tire cutting off will result in something better. In 
the main the ideas advanced in this portion of the 
essay will meet with approval, and the dictum that 
“ great speed is all right on great displacement, and 
is all wropg in small vessels really intended as 
cruisers,” will, no doubt, command general assent 
from the sea-faring part of the Service. All these 
complaints serve to prove that constructors should 
be obliged to go to sea occasionally and see for 
themselves how the results of their work stand the 
test of “deep water cruising.” 

Some of the ideas on the subject§ of recruiting 





are new, but the greater part are being put in prac- 
tice now. The raising of the pay of the seaman 
class, the elevation of the seaman gunver to his 
rightful place, and the abolition of the now mean- 
ingless rates of captains of parts of the ship are al! 
mentioned as factors in the increased efficiency re- 
quired of the men who are to man our new vessels, 
The removal of the Marines from service afloat is 
recommended on the ground “that it is demanded 
by the reduced complements of our recent ships; 
the coaling of them is such a task, and the routine 
work required of the men is such that the Marine 
‘who toils not’ takes up too much valuable room 

* * * and he is not sufficiently versatile.” 
«Sentry duty,” says Mr. Niblack, “is legitimate mil- 
itary service in the Army, and why should it not be 
in the Navy?’ On the subject of training much is 
said that is interesting and valuable, and the fact 
that the vld style of seamanship bas gone by anda 
new one come forward is emphasized most clearly, 
while the necessity for some training ina sailing 
vessel or steamer with full sail power is plainly reo- 
ognized. 

Under the head of Organization some interesting 
statistics are given regarding the complements of 
the new ships, showing that too large a percentage 
of the crew belong to other than the deck force, a 
disposition which the proposed removal of the ma- 
rines would have a tendency to overcome. Anelab- 
orated watch bill is laid before the reader, upon the 
utility of which no doubt opinions will differ. That 
it is better than the one In use at present is obvious, 
jn that itis fitted to the new conditions which the 
present one is not. 

The recommendation for a “ first lieutenant” to 
assist the ‘“‘executive officer’’ would be buta re- 
turn to the ancient practice in our line-of-battle 
ships and would be also in consonance with the sys- 
tem pursued in the Royal Navy to-day in all large 
vessels. That our own Service must come to this, 
certainly in the new battleships and larger pro- 
tected cruisers, seems inevitable. Many of the other 
recommendations require action by Congress and it 
is to be hoped that the Senate Naval Committee will 
report upon all matters in which legislative action 
is required. The Committee can obtain much infor- 
mation by reading the various papers in the Insti- 
tute publications and by consulting officers of all 
grades and corps. That there is a better feeling 
prevalent than has been the case for years cannot 
be denied, and that even under the antiquated sys- 
tem of a quarter of a century ago progress has been 
made in many directions is fortunately true, for we 
believe that no navy possesses so faithful, zealous, 
versatile and efficient body of officers of all corps. 

We congratulate Ensign Niblack upon the receipt 
of a prize to which he is able to show such an excel- 
lent title.

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A FORGOTTEN NAVAL HERO. 


Pror. W. Wuirman Barter, Brown University, 
Providence, R. I., writes us as follows: 

In the corner of along disused and very small 
cemetery, in an outlying part of Providence, there 
is a plain grave stone with the following inscription: 

This Stone is Consecrated to the Memory of Esek Hop- 
kins, Esq., who Departed this Life on the 25th day of Feb., 
A. D. 1802. He was Born in the year 1718, at Scituate, in this 
State,and During the Revolution was Appointed Adwiral 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Naval Forces of the United 
States. He was Afterwards a Member of our State Legisla- 
ture and was no less Distinguished for his Deliberation than 
for his Valor. As he Lived Highly Respected, So he died 
Deeply Regretted by bis Country and his Friends, at the 
Advanced Age of 83 years and 10 months. 

Look next on greatness, 
Say where greatness lies. —J. J. F. 

The little cemetery is almost surrounded by an 
alien population, and when I last saw it, some years 
ago, was shamefully neglected. [ know there wasa 
movement to properly care for it, with what results 
1 do not know. | feel, however, that the above may 
interest your naval readers. 

Hopkins was appointed Captain and Commander 
Dec. 22, 1775, and in February, 1776, he put to sea 
with the first squadron sent out by the Colonies and 
captured the forts at New Providence, Babamas. 
On his return he captured the Hawke and Bolton 
from the British and received the thanks of Con- 
gress. He subsequently failed to answer the impa- 
tient popular demand for the fruits of victory and, 
after being tried and acquitted once, failed To 
answer a citation in a second case and. was dismissed 
from the Service, Jan. 2, 1777. 








REVENUE MARINE. 


The U. S. revenue cutter Morrill ‘arrived at Charleston, 8. 
C., March 27, from a cruise to the South, and performed the 
feat of reaching Charieston by the inland waters stretching 
between the North Edisto and Ashley Rivers of South Caro- 
lina. By so doing the Morrill has demonstrated beyond 
question tbe ability of a war vessel, drawing 10 ft. of water, 
to u+vigate the whole of the inland passages from Charies- 
ton, S. C., on the north, to Fernandina, Fla., on the south, a 
distance of at least 155 miles, The inland route was taken as 
an experiment, the storm making it impossible for the Mor- 
rill to go cutside the bar. The Morrill draws 9 ft. of water, 
and is commanded by Lieut. Baldwin. Edwin Dennis, the 
pilot, earned his reputation during the war, and is one of 
the best pilots on the Carolina coast. 

Tbe Secretary of the Treasury bas decided to fill the 15 
vacancies existing in the grade of 3d lieutenant of the Rev- 
enue Mariue Service by the appointment of graduates of 
the Naval Academy in excess of the number required by 
the Naval Service. The necessary beards for examination 
will be appointed in a few weeks.

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BRITISH CRITICISMS ON OUR NEW NAVY. 


Is a paper read before the Institution of Naval 
Architects at its annual meeting in London March 
18, Mr. Biles, whose recent visit to thie country will 
be remembered, gave a very full description of the 
modern American Navy, accoxnpanied with running 
comments, which greatly interested the naval offi- 
cers and architects present. Hestated that the aver- 
age speed of the Baltimore trom New York to 
Stockbo)m was 11 knots, and she could have steamed 
1,500 knots further at that speed without recoaling. 
From Copenhagen to Lisbon, 2,100 knots, she aver 
aged 17 knots, the last two days being at reduced 
speed. Her ventilation is excellent, but the ventil- 
ating cowls increase ber visibility. He carefully in- 
spected the Newark, and every opportunity was 
given him of forming an opinion of the workman- 
ship and details of American warship construction, 
and he felt sure that in these respects they were 
quite equal to the best British practice, if they were 
all as good as Messrs. Cramps’s. 

The American sbip designers and builders had 
shown that they were capable of producing vessels 
quite tqual to their promises, and at Jeast equal to 
the best European practice. Compared with the 
Edgar class the New York was much more power 
fullyarmed and much better protected. Her sus- 
tained sea speed would probably be greater. She 
was, however, 800 tons more displacement, and 
should therefore bea superior vessel. The arma- 
ment of these American battle ships seemed to be 
more powerful than that of any European battle- 
ship. The speed is 14¢ knots less than the latest 
British battle ships, and the coal supply 500 tons 
less. As these vessels would probably have to act 
very wuch nearer their base than European vessels, 
their bottoms would probably bein better condi- 
tion, so that the real speed would not be much, if 
any, less. For the same reason their coal supply 
need not beso large, and therefore it would seem 
that their preponderance of srmament would give 
them an advantage in a combat near their own coast 
line with any European vessel. They were dis- 
tinctly superior in most respecis to any European 
vessels of the same displacement, and for the pur- 
poses ivtended, of protecting the American coast 
line, they seemed to be quite a match for any ships 
afloat. The chance of fighting the 13 inch turret 
guns end on in a head sea was not very great, but 
the 8-inch guns could probably be fought in almost 
any weather. She issuperior in manceuvring ca- 
pacity to the Royal Sovereign. 


Mr. Biles doubts whetber our cruiser No. 13 could 
in average Atlantic weather catch such vessels as 
the Teutonic and City of Paris, for their extra 
lengtb of considerably over 100 ft. and their extra 
weight, which would be nearly double, would inev- 
itably tell in a seaway. It is further doubtful 
whether the bow of this vessel above water is either 
in shape or height well adapted for driving against 
a head sea at such a highs - He thinks two ea- 
gimes, instead of one, coupled to the middle screw, is 
prefernble to three screws’; that Britain’s fastest 
ships are slower than America’s fastest,and that 
Secretary Tracy’s conception of the commerce de- 
stroyer has been well worked out by the construc. 
tive staff. Still he thinks the well tried mail 
steamer, which can be made remunerative in time 
of peace, isa preferable vessel, and it can easily be 
built so as to be fitted for war service with protec- 
tive deck and all. Under water steerage could be 
previded in the model of the vessel as it isin the 
Oity of Paris. Concluding, Mr. Bilee said: “The 
buitding of such a ship as No. 12, which Britain has 
nothing to cope witb, certainly isan indication of 
what America is capable of both in conception and 
construction. Whether vessels specially designed 
to meet this one, or whether an improved type of 
mail steamers is the right protection, isa question 
worth some consideration. The most suitable for 
fighting our armed cruisers would be very weak in 
presence of such a foe, but with protection and 
equal speeds there should be little fear of a contest. 
The work of the American constructors, acting un- 
der the jdirection of a capable administrator like 
Mr. Tracy, is well worth the;careful study of Great 
Britain.” 

Mr. Biles’s paper made a profound impression and 
seemed to awaken thuse present to a realization of 
the fact that they had another first-class naval 
power to deal with in the Cuited States. Admiral 
sir John Hay said they were entitled to be consid- 
ered in the same way as the European powers, and 
if the speeds desired were attained, he hoped that 
public opinion would be awakened to the necessity 
of Great Britain having ships superior, and certainly 
equal, to those of the United States. 


Direcior of Naval Construction White presented 
the suggestion that the Admiralty were not fully in- 
formed as to what was guing on on this side of the 
Atlantic, and he expressed a doubt whether actual 
results would be so disparaging to British naval 
vessels. He did not believe in twin screws. 

ln British ships of great power they had two sep- 
arate engines on each shaft, and they could discon- 
nect one set on each shaft and cruise with the other, 
which gave as good results. 

Admirals Volomb and Symonds also spoke briefly 
and in replying to one gentleman Mr. Biles said 
that with her full coal supply (2,000 tons), the com- 
merce destroyer would draw 3 feet more water than 
her designed draught with 750 tons on board. 

In the report of the proceedings we find the fol- 
lowing: *“‘ The president, in the name of the Institu- 
tiop, requested Capt. Emory, the naval attache of 
the American Embassy, to convey thanks to Mr. 
Secretary Travy for the information allowed to be 
communicated through Mr. Biles, and this gentle- 
man was also thanked.” 

In a paper on ‘The Future Policy of War Ship 
Building,” read before the Institution, Lord Brassey 
contended that the defence of the empire from in- 
vasion would be best secured by placing British 
squadrons in face of the enemy wherever he might 
be. By this “offensive defence” they would bar 
the only possible line ot attack in the most effective 
way. He hazarded the opinion that the dimensions 
of the battleship of the future should not exceed 
10,500 tons, por should the cost exceed ,000. 
far as he was able to form an opinion, in the Barfleur 
and Centurion now building, armed with four 29 ton 
gape and an effective minor armament, with a speed 
of 18 knots, and much protection by armor, we had 

a design which gives to the nation as good value for 
the cost as, under existing conditions, it seemed 
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practicable to secure. Ships of those dimensions 
offered an advantage, not easily to be measured, 
over costlier t in the larger number which 
could be built for the given expenditure.” 

From a “* Coited States Government report” Lord 
Brassey quoted this, which Admiral Colomb char- 
eed “as one of the best bits of writing he bad 
ever read: ”’ 


The process of reaching perfection is an experimental 
one, and is accomnanied by many mistakes, The lack of im- 
portant naval battles in recent vears stands in marked con- 
trast to the desperate efforts of Europenn powers to equip 
extraordinary vessels designed to combine the invulnerable 
and the irresistibie ; and to the rarity of great sea fights may 
be indirectly attributed the suver-ubundancs of types, for 
we cannot but believe that a war of moderats duration be- 
tween first-class naval powers would s ily settle such 
vexed questions as the utility of the wholly armored water- 
line versus the citadel ship, and would fix irrevocabiv the 
status of such craftas the Esmeralda and the Giovanni Bau- 
san. Such a war would doubtiess demonstrate that the 
elaborate schemes of fleet tactics. which have been the 
theme of many essays by naval wfficers, have been chiefiy 
valuable as a mental exercise ; and that although much im- 
owe me may attach to skilful disposition of forces in the 

zinning of an engagement. yet in view of the rapidity 
with which vessels would be disabled by the tremendous 
means of offence antagonized, and the inability to see or 
obey sivaals ami! the confusion and obstructiog smoke, it 
is evident that such an engagement must presently become 
a pell mellscrimmage. Such a war, or onesuch battle, would 
prove what bas lone been the apprehension of intelligent 
Officers, that the warship of our day haa me far too 
complicated for the people who may be called upon to work 
her; and that a balance of advantage, unsuspected by many, 
rests with that vessel which has comparative simplicity, 
even though it be concomitant witb a greater exposure of 
life, a lower speed, and reduced powers of offence.

The inauguration of the smokeless powder factory 
at Ochta, near St. Petersburg, took place on Feb. 
10 in presence of Maj. Gen. Kaminskii, Inspector 
General of Powder Factories. 


The minute subdivision of industries in these 
modern days is illustrated by the apnearance of a 
little volume devoted entirely to “ Rubber Hand 
Stamps and the Manipulation of Rubber.” lt is 
written by T. O’Conor Sloane, A. M., E. M., Ph. D., 
and published by Norman W. Henley and Co., New 
York. It introduces us to the mysteries of rubber 
manufacture, heretofore a trade secret, and enables 
the amateur to euter upon a new indus ry. To 
mould and cure the mixed gum but few appliances 
are needed, and these can be made athome. The 
volume opens with a very interesting description 
of the process of obtaining rubber. 





Some valuable experiments bave recently been 
carried out on the strand at Esbjerg to ascertain the 
dangerous zones at various ranges of the new Danish 
rifle (8 millimetres), it being easy to trace the group- 
ine of the small-bore bullets on thesand. Some 
idea of the execution that might be caused at ex- 
treme ranges, under exceptionally favorable cir- 
cumetances, by modern rifle fire may be inferred 
from the fact that when fired ata range of 3,280 
yards the dangerous zone was comprised within a 
space measuring from 328 to 393 feetin length by 65 
to 82 feet in breadth.

The principle of the Brown segimental wire gun 
was tested at Fort Wadsworth last Saturday by 
Lieut.

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REORGANIZING THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


In addition to keeping track of the weather, the 
Signal Officers are occupied with the thousand and 
one details of the separation of she civil from the 
military administration of the bureau. The trans- 
fer of the weather service to the Agricultural De- 
partment, July 1, will not release all of the military 
officers, as their successors are to be instructed. 
Gen. Greely has not yet found time to give much 
attention to plans for the future, but Capt. Thomp- 
son, who has for some years been in charge of mili- 
tary signaliog, is ovcupied with projects for the 
further development of signs! work, and will no 
doubt be ready to report by July 1. 

The fifty sergeants to compose the enlisted force 
are to be selected before July 1. About a dozen are 
already chosen from the present force, and the 
others will be taken from non-commissioned officers 
of the Line upon the recommendation of Depart- 
ment Commanders as to character and qualifica- 
tions for signal duty, in which knowledge of tele- 
graphing will form an important factor. Seventeen 
will be assigned to duty with military telegraph 
lines, and the others after being distributed, for in- 
struction, between Forts Riley, Leavenworth and 
Munroe, will be apportioned among the larger 
Army posts. 

An officer of the Corps will eventually be sta- 
tioned at each of the scbools named. Lieut. Max- 
field is already detailed for signal instruction at Fort 
Riley. lt 1s hoped to also provide a signal instruc- 
tor for West Point and for each division headquar- 
ters, but this will require details from the Line of 
acting signal officers. Three of the eight officers of 
the present corps must be kept with the Agricultural 
Department for an indefinite time, and Lieut, 
Green has just been detailed to the staff of General 
MoUook, and another, Lieut. Scriven, ison Colum- 
bian Exhibition duty. This leaves only three offi- 
cers for military signaling duty, and Capt. Thomp- 
son’s time is much occupied with his duties as Seore- 
tary of the Columbian Fair Board, though he is 
still in charge of military signaling. 

A new field glass and « new telescope have been 
adopted, and samples will be sent to each military 
post. They have been imported, and are considered 
the bestto be had. Heliographs are to be manu- 
factured by the QO, D. at Frankford Arsenal, in- 
stead of purchased as heretofore by contract, and 
better results with this instrument are looked for. 
Military ballooning is receiving attention, and the 
purchase of a complete balloon outfit, of the system 
most in favor abroad, isintended. A carrier pigeon 
service is also to be developed. 

It is held that the office of military intelligence 
can be transferred from the A. G. O. to the Signal 
Bureau under the section of the new law giving it 
charge of collecting and transmitting information 
for the Army by telegraph and otherwise. This is 
said to have been the intention of this proviso. It 
18 understood that I.ieut. Scriven will have charge 
rs this department upon bis return to the United 

tates. 








PINE RIDGE AGENCY. 


AGEst Cooper, of the Indian Bureau, has been 
sent to Pine Ridge to find out definitely what per 
sons suffered loss of property during the late trouble, 
and to announce that as soon as this information is 
received the $100,000 which Congress appropriated 
to make good these losses will be paid tothem. It 
will also be reported what Indians are ready and 
entitled to receive from the Government the cows 
and other stock, end as soon as this information is 
received the stock will be purchased and sent to 
them. Other efforts are to be made to see that the 
Indians are fairly treated in ali particulars. 

A newspaper despatch from Pine Ridge, confirm- 
ing what our correspondent wrote, says? ** The new 
Indian agent, Capt. Penney, and the commanding 
officer of the military, Col. Guy V. Henry, 9th Cav., 
are having a little ‘tilt’ over the order asking for 
troops by the agent. Ool. Hen advises that no 
troops be sent here, as it would do much to excite 
the Indians, while the acting agent thinks troo 
necessary for his personal safety, and that e 
agency may be burned or surrounded by Indians at 
any time.” 

Dr. Eastman, a full-blooded Sioux and Govern- 
ment phvsician at Pine Ridge Agency, telegraphed 
March 31 to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs: 
“The papers have been reporting me as saying 
there will be trouble in thespring. You know what 
I said to you in regard to this matter. There is no 
danger. [am moreconfident of this pow than when 
Isaw you. American Horse came into my office to- 
day saying that he too had been reported as becom- 
ing hostile. He said to me: ‘Tell the Commissioner 
and the General | shall stand true to my word and 
position in regard to the trouble. I have not said 
one word to give the impression. I do not know how 
the reporters got the idea, but I think some of my 
enemies have lied about me.’"’ The liberal —e- 
priations for the [Indians by the last Coagressis a 
strong element io the peace prospects.

THE ARMY EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO. 


Tue Army display at the Columbian exhibition in 
Chicago promises to be most interesting, and each 
member of the board is anxious to make the best 
possible showing for his own department, yet they 
are all working in harmony. At the last meeting of 
the board the exhibits of the several staff depart- 
ments were fully outlined and agreedupon. At the 
next menting, & be held during the present montb, 
the part to taken in the exhibition by the line 
will be discussed. is proposed to have eve 
branch of the Service represented. With the bri- 
gade of troops that will be stationed at Fort Sheri- 
dan in 1892, it will be ible to have a review on 
the Fair Grounds as often as it may be deemed de- 
sirable. In addition'to the Fort Sheridan garrison 
it is proposed to bave camped on the Fair Grounds, 
during the entire period of the exposition, two com- 
panies of infantry, one trvop of cavalry, one light 
battery, one comeey of Indian soldiers and 
tachments from the Signal Corps, Hospital Corps 
and Engineer Battalion. 

The exhibit of the Engineer Corps, as outlined b 
Capt. Marshall at the last meeting of the board, will 
consist of a battery of sixteen 12-in. mortars ar- 
ranged in groups of four. These will incladea mor- 
tar battery, armored casemates, pontoon bridges, 
torpedoes and models of works of internal improve- 
ment and engineering work in progress. 

The exhibit of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
as explained by Coot. Rodgers, will comprise lay 
figures, showing uniforms, pastand present, and the 
various agptapets for transportation, and the war 
of 1812 and of the Mexican war. Many of these fig- 
ures are now in the corridors of the State, War and 
Navy Department Building. There will also be 
plans of a national cemetery and of a mili post. 

Capt. Whipple bas arranged a most interesting ex- 
hibit for the Ordnance Department. [t will include 
a Zalinski dynamite gun, to be mounted and oper- 
ated. At certain hours ofthe day it is pro to 
have regular battery drills and loading and firing 
of pieces. In addition to the exhibition of modern 
ordnance there will be a historical collection of 
small arms and old cannon of ancient make. 

The Signal Corps exhibition is to be provided by 
Capt. Thompson. This will include the balloon as- 
censions and a carrier pigeon show. Another 
naval exhibit will be that of the telephone as used 
on the battle field. It will be operated by a soldier, 
who will carry a rollof wire and the batteries on 
his back. 

The medical exhibit, as planned by Maj. Billings 
and Capt. La Garde, will include a thoroughiy 
equipped hospital.
